"The Royal Charter was granted by King Wiliam IV. on the rith 
January 1837. On the 8th August of the same year Queen Victoria became 
Patron, and as subsequently associated with the Prince Consort, who at 
all ines manifested his interest in the Institute's proceedings, on one occasion, 
în 1842, acting as Chairman of the Council Meeting and afterwards presiding 
at the General Meeting. 

A farther and lasting mark of the Royal favour was shown in 1848 by the 
foundation by Queen Victoria of the Royal Gold Medal, since annually 
conferred by the Sovereign on some distinguished architect, or man of 
science or letters connected with architecture, on the recommendation of 
the Institue. . 

On the 18:h May 1866 by Royal command the style of the Institute was 
altered to the “ Royal ” Institute of British Architects,

A further Supplemental Charter (8th Edward VIL), granted x1th January 
1909, provided for a temporary class of Licentiates to be elected by the 
Council, made fresh provisions respecting the qualifications of candidates 
for Fellowship and the granting of diplomas, and extended the educational 
functions of the Institute. 

In 1924 the proponis of the Council for the amalgamation of the R.I.B.A. 
and The Society of Architects with a view to the unification of the profession 
and the promotion of a Registration Bill were approved by the general 
body of the R.LB.A. and by The Society of Architects.

‘Extensive alterations in the existing Bye-laws were necessary in order to 
bring the proposals into effect, and in June 1929 draft revised Bye-laws 
embodying the proposals were approved, under the provisions of the 
Supplemental Charter of 1925, by à postal vote of all the members in the 
United Kingdom and the Irish Free State, and the revised Bye-laws were 
sanctioned by the Privy Council on the and July 1930. 





























‘THE INSTITUTE PREMISES. 


The first rooms of the Institute, engaged early in 1835, were at 43 King 
Street, Covent Garden, better known as Evans's Hotel, a building said t0 
have been designed by Inigo Jones, and immortalised by Thackeray in 
‘The Newcomes, in the description of “The Cave of Harmony." 1а 1837 
rooms were taken at No. 16 Grosvenor Street, where for twenty-two years 
the work of the Institute was carried on. The necessity of acquiring larger 
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and more convenient premises led eventually to the formation of the Archi. 
tectural Union Company, which was established, in the terms of its articles 
of association, “for the purpose of providing accommodation for the 
diferent socees connected with architecture, and especially forthe Royal 
Institute of British Architects and the Architectural Exhil 
Charles Barry was Chairman of the Company, Mr. (afterwards Sir "Wiliam 
Tite, Deputy Chairman, and a number of prominent members of the Institute 
were Directors, The then President, the Earl de Grey, presented to the 
Institute twenty shares in the Company free of all further calls. The 
‘Architectural Union Company, having purchased the property No. 9 Conduit 
Street, constructed the Galleries (afterwards known as the Conduit Street 
Galleries, and later as the Maddox Street Galleries) at the rear of the house, 
‘The Institute was assigned the entire suite of apartments on the principal 
floor (the present Library rooms), with separate staircase, a large room 
for casts, models, etc., and apartments for an attendant in the basement 
and upper floors.’ ‘The premises were formally opened by Earl de Grey on 
the 7th November 1859. 

In 18до the Institute took over the ground-floor and basement, now 
used as the Secretary's offices, and in 1897 acquired the second ‘floor, 
"where are now located the Library store-rooms, and rooms for clerks and 


typists. 

‘In 1909 the Institute secured the leaschold interest in the Galleries which 
the then tenants held from the Architectural Union Company, and entered 
into possession of the entire building. At this date also, the Institute holdin 
a considerable number of shares in the Company, advantage was taken 
an opportunity to acquire the remainder, and in 1910 the Institute became 
tenant of the property under a lease held direct from the Corporation of the 
City o£ Landon, renewable on the periodical payment of a nominal fne. 
Under the Law of Property Act 1922, the perpetually renewable lease 
became a lease for 2,000 years as from 25th March 1922 and the fine has been 
commuted by the payment of a small additional rent. 

Of the three Galleries in the rear of the building, the Great’ G: 
used for General Meetings and, with the East Gallery, for the Examinations 
and for exhibitions of drawings, ete. The West Gallery, which contains 
the fine collection of portraits of Past Presidents, the work of eminent 
Contemporary artists, serves as a Members’ Common Room. 

In 1922 the freehold of a piece of land adjoining the Maddox Street 
Corridor was purchased, and the reconstruction of the Great Gallery with 
a separate corridor from the Conduit Street Entrance direct to the enlarged 
Fast Gallery was completed in 1924. 

With a view to the further and much-needed extension of premises the 
Council purchased in 1921 the Corporation leasehold of the adjoining 
building in Conduit Street, No. 10. lease is for 2,000 years as from 
agth December 1889 at a nominal rent. 

In 1925 the premises of the late Society of Architects at No. 28 Bedford 
Square came into the possession of the Institute, and the work of the 
Registration Committee was conducted there. In 1928 the lease was sold to 
the Architectural Association and the premises are now used as an extension 
to the Architectural Association School of Architecture. 














| 
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In order to provide sufficient accommodation for the ever-growing 
activities and expansion of the Royal Institute it became necessary to look 
for a fresh site on which to erect an entirely new building. After an exhaus- 
tive examination of a very large number of possibilities an admirable site 
on the corner of Portland Place and Weymouth Street was selected, and in 
1929 negotiations were satisfactorily conducted with the Howard de Walden. 
Estate whereby an area of about 15,000 square feet has been secured on a 
999 years” building lease.

‘THE COUNCIL’ DINNER CLUB. 


The Council Dinner Club was founded during the presidency of the late 
Mr, Charles Barry (1876-79), to give Members of Council an opportunity 
of dining together in the interval between the close of a Council Meeti 
and the opening of a General Meeting of the Institute. All Members 
the Council for the time being and past Members of Council are eligible 
for membership. One of the functions of the Club is to entertain 
overseas architects of distinction visiting England, readers of Papers at 
General Meetings, and others whom the Institute would desire to honour, 
‘The Club is entirely self-supporting. 


THE R.LB.A, TRAVELLING CARDS. 


Members, Students, and Probationers R.LB.A. can obtain from the 
Institute a travelling card, or credential for travel abroad, available for 
a stated period. Persons requiring the cards for use in Italy must have 
them visé'd by the Italian Consul of their district. Cards are also available 
for use in the United Kingdom. Applications for the cards must be made 
in writing to The Secretary R.I.B.A. at the Office of the Institute; and 
in the case of non-members, the application must be accompanied by a letter 
from a member.

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AGREEMENT for the AMALGAMATION of the 
ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHITECTS 
AND THE SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 





Hn Hgreement made the twenty-ninth day of May One thousand 
nine hundred and twenty four Between THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF 
BRITISH ARCHITECTS (hereinafter called " the Royal Institute ") of 
the one part and THE SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS (hereinafter called | 
"'the Society") of the other part WHEREAS on the Eleventh day of 
January One thousand eight hundred and thirty seven the Royal Institute 
yas incorporated under the style of The Institute of British Architects 
by a Royal Charter of William IV AND WHEREAS on the Eleventh day 
of May One thousand eight hundred and sixty six Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria was graciously pleased to command that the said Institute should 
thenceforth be styled The Royal Institute of British Architects ” AND 
WHEREAS on the Twenty-eighth day of March One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty seven and on the Eleventh day of January One thousand 
nine hundred and nine Supplemental Charters were granted to the Institute 
by Her Majesty Queen Victoria and His Majesty King Edward VIT respec. 
tively AND WHEREAS under the provisions of the said Charters of 
Incorporation and the Dye-lws of the Royal Institute made thereunder the 
Members of the Royal Institute are constituted into the following clases 
viz.: Fellows Associates Retired Fellows Honorary Fellows Honorary 
Associates and Honorary Corresponding Members and there are also 
Licentiates of the Royal Institute who at present are not corporate members 
of the Royal Institute nor entitled to vote at any meeting thereof, but are 
entitled to such privileges obligations and advantages as are prescribed by 
the Supplemental Charter of 1909 and the said Bye-laws and a Fellow of the 
Royal Institute is entitled to use after his name the initials ^ F.R.LB.A.

Association and thereafter on the second day of May One thousand eight 
hundred and ninety three was incorporated under the Companies Acts 
1862 to 1890 as a Company limited by guarantee and not having a capital 
divided into shares AND WHEREAS under the Memorandum and Articles 
of Association and the Bye-laws and Regulations of the Society the members

(6) Students AND: WHEREAS Honorary Members are “ entitled ” to

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CODE OF PROFESSIONAL PRACTICE 


An Architect in practice, if a Member of the R.ILB.A., is governed by 
established customs accepted and observed by the architedtural profession, 
and more particularly by the Charter and Bye-laws of the Royal Institute 
which render him liable in the case of unprofessional conduct to reprimand, 
suspension or expulsion at the discretion of the Council. 

‘The following may be considered to record in a general way the practice 
of architects and also to indicate a standard of conduct in any special cases 
not specifically referred to therein. 


x. An Architect is remunerated solely by his professional fees and is debarred 
from an) other source of remuneration in connection with ihe works and duties 
entrusted to him. It is the duty of an Architect to uphold in every way possible 
the Scale of Professional Charges adopted by the Royal Institute. An Architect 
must not accept any work which involves the giving or receiving of discounts 
or commissions, nor must he accept any discount, gift or commission from con- 
tractors or tradesmen, whether employed upon his works or not. 


2. If an Architect own, or have a commercial interest in, any material, device, 
or invention used in building, he must inform his client thereof, and must obtain 
his sanction before permitting it to be used in corks executed under his direction. 


3. An Architect must not advertise nor offer his services by means of circulars 
or otherwise. He may, however, sign his buildings when completed, publish 
illustrations or descriptions of his work, and exhibit his name outside his office 
and on buildings in course of execution, including those where he is acting as 
Architect for alterations and additions, provided it is done in an unostentatious 
manner, and the lettering of his name does not exceed two inches in height. 
With the client's approval, any such boards may remain for a period not 
exceeding soo months after the completion of the building, provided they do not 
display “ to let” or “for sale” or similar notices, but they may indicate that 
the plans can be seen at the Architect's office. Architects who are surveyors 
to recognised estates may announce land or sites or premises for sale or letting in 
connection with their appointments or when they are acting as Architects for 
the development of land or sites. 

4. An Architect must not attempt to supplant another Architect, nor must he 
competewnth another Architect by means of areduction of feesor by other inducement. 


5. An Architect, on receiving instructions to proceed with certain work which 
was previously entrusted to another Architect, shall, before proceeding with suck 
work, communicate with the Architect previously employed and inquire and 
‘ensure the fact that his engagement has been properly terminated. 

6. In all cases of dispute between employer and contractor the Architect must 
‘act in an impartial manner. He must interpret the conditions of a contract with 
entire fairness as between the employer and the contractor. 
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7. An Architect must not permit the insertion of any clause in tenders, bills of 
quantities, or other contract documents hich provides for payment to be made to him 
by the contractor (except for duplicate copies of drawings or documents) whatever 
‘may be the consideration, unless with the full knowledge and approval of his client. 

8. An Architect should not take any part in a competition as to which the 
preliminary warning of the Royal Institute has been issued, and must not take 
‘any part in a competition as to which the Council of the Royal Institute shall 
have declared by a Resolution published in the JOURNAL of the Royal Institute 
that Members must not take part because the Conditions are not in accordance 
with the published Regulations of the Royal Institute for Architectural 
Competitions, nor must he be associated in any way with the carrying’ out of a 
design selected as the result of a competition as to which the Council shall have de- 
clared by a Resolution published in the JOuRNAL that Members must not take part, 

9. An Architect must not actas Architect or joint Architect for atwork which is or 
has been the subject of a competition in which he is or has been engaged at Assessor. 

то. It is desirable that in cases where the Architect takes out the Quantities for 
his buildings he should be paid directly by the client and not through the Contractor 
‘except with the previous consent of the client, 

11, The businesses of Auctioneering and House Agency are inconsistent with 
the profession of an Architect, 

12, An Architect must not accept an appointment in any commercial firm 
tn which the extent of his remuneration is affected by the profits of the firm.

‘Tue Library of the Royal Institute of British Architects consists prin- 
cipally of books presented by their authors, members of the corporate body. 
Many have been received in large donations, others by bequest. From 
time to time standard works of reference are purchased, to meet the 
requirements of the professional student, as well as to maintain the special 
character and historic value of the collection. Not the least interesting 
portion of the Library is that which includes rare and valuable editions of 
foreign works, mostly presented by Hon. Corr. Members. 

From the rst October till the end of June the Library is open from 
ro am. to 8 p.m. (Saturdays 5 p.m.) ; in July and September it closes at 
7 pm, (Saturdays 2 p.m). The Reference Library is closed during the 
whole of August, but Loan books may be received or issued between the 
hours of 12 and 2 daily (Saturdays r p.m.). 

All Probationers, Students, and Qualified Candidates for Associateship 
on registration in the books of the Institute, are furnished with a card of 
admission, and such card must be shown by the reader at every visit. 
Cards are also granted on the recommendation of members of the Institute, 
professors of colleges, schoolmasters, and others, who are required to 
certify, on a form to be obtained at the Institute, that the persons they 
recommend are fit to be admitted to the privileges of the Reference Library 
and the Loan Collection. 

‘The Council afford facilities to architects and others, not members of 
the Institute, to consult books in the Reference Library and to have the 
use of the Loan Collection. Applications should be made in writing to 
The Secretary R.I.B.A. at the Office of the Institute. 


RULES TO BE OBSERVED IN THE LIBRARY. 
THE REFERENCE LIBRARY. 


Wx, Everyone using the Library must sign the Attendance Book placed 
at the entrance. 

2. The front and back rooms are reserved for members of the Institute, 
but non-members are allowed access to any special books of reference there 
‘on application to the officer in charge. 

3. No book or other work forming part of the Reference Library is allowed 
to Бе taken from the premises of the Institute, except Бу special resolution 
of the Council. 

4. Readers desiring to trace are required to apply to the Librarian or 
official in charge for a form, which must be duly filled up, giving particulars 
of the work and specifying the portion it is intended to trace. Soft pencils 
only may be used in tracing. In the case of rare and other valuable works, 
in order to preserve the print from injury, isinglass will be supplied for the 
Purpose of tracing. 

5- No compasses of any kind may be applied to any of the works, and the 
use of ink is prohibited at any table on which rare or costly works are placed. 

6. Readers are requested to inform the official in charge when they bave 
finished with any work, in order that it may be restored to its place. 

7. Silence is necessary in the Library, and all oral communications should 
be conducted in an undertone,

8, "The Loan Library is open for the issue and return of books during the | 
same hours as those appointed for the Reference Library. 

9. Not more than one volume at a time is issued to any one borrower, 
except by permission of the Librarian, and no volume may be retained 
longer than fourteen days, unless a written renewal from the Librarian has 
been obtained [see No. 12]. 

10. Application for works must be made personally, except in the case of 
‘Members, Students and Probationers of the Institute, who may send a written 
request by a person authorised to receive and sign for them, or may apply in 
writing to the Librarian for the volume to be sent by post or rail, 

11. A borrower is required to sign a voucher for each book he takes out, 
and is responsible for the work so long as the voucher remains uncancelled, 
А book will not be accepted as returned unless it be delivered by hand to 
the official in charge at the Library during Library hours, and the borrower's 
receipt obtained in exchange, In the case, however, of a member of the 
Institute borrowing through the post, his letter of request shall be counter- 
signed by the Librarian on the day when the volume is despatched, and shall 
be regarded as the borrower's voucher, Volumes shall be. despatched at 
the cost of the Institute and returned at the cost of borrowers. On the 
return of a book the Librarian shall at once send the member a receipt. Books 
due for return on days when the Library is closed must be returned on the 
first following day when it is open. 

12, Application for renewal must be made personally or by postcard in 
‘sulficient time to allow of the book being punctually returned if it cannot be 
renewed ; if renewed or otherwise, a notice from the Librarian will be sent. 

3j, A fne of theespence must be paid for every day or portion of a day 
during which any volume is retained beyond the time allowed, unless the bor- 
rower can show a written renewal from the Librarian. And a fine of sixpence 
must be paid for every day or portion of a day during which any volume is 
retained after delivery at the borrower's address of a notice from the Librarian 
for its return (the day of delivery of such notice not included). 

14. Borrowers are not to trace with ink or with a hard pencil, nor apply 
compasses of any kind to the works, Marking any book by writing, turning

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'THE TRIBUNAL OF APPEAL 


(London Building Acts, 1894 to 1905)

‘Tar Tribunal of Appeal, as constituted under sections 175 and 178 
of the London Building Act 1894, is composed of three members—one 
appointed by a Secretary of State, one by the Council of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, and one by the Council of the Surveyors’ Institution, 
‘The members are appointed for a term of five years, and are eligible for 
re-appointment. Appeal may be made to the Tribunal under the several 
sections set out in the London Building Act 1894 (57 & 58 Vict., c. cexiii), 
and in the London Building Acts (Amendment) Act, 1905 (5 Edw. 7, c. ccix), 
the Tribunal having power to hear the parties interested in person, or 
by counsel, solicitor, or agent; to administer oaths ; to hear and receive 
evidence; to require the production of documents or books; and to 
confirm, reverse, or vary any decision appealed against, and to make any 
such order as they may think fit, also to order costs in their discretion. 


‘When any question of Jaw is involved in any appeal submitted to them, 
the Tribunal may, on the request of the parties, and if ordered by the 
High Court, or a Judge thereof, on application in a summary manner 
made by any party to the appeal, shall state a case for the opinion of the 
High Court, which shall hear and determine any such question of law, 
and thereupon reverse, affirm, or amend the decision of the Tribunal, or 
remit the matter to them with the opinion of the Court on the case stated, 
ог make such other order as to the matter and as to the costs of the case 
as the Court sees fit. 


Any order of the Tribunal may be enforced by the High Court as if it 
had been an order of that Court. 


Copies of the Regulations made by the ‘Tribunal, with the approval of the 
Lord Chancellor, as to the procedure to be followed in cases of appeal and 
as to fees to be paid to the Tribunal by appellants and others, may be obtained 
from the Clerk of the Tribunal on application (price 1s.).

The Berks, Bucks and Oxon Architectural Association was founded 
in June x92r, its objects being: (a) The advancement of architecture 
and the promotion and encouragement of its study and appreciation ; 
(5) the care and protection of the interests of the architectural profession ; 
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(© the provision of a medium of friendly communication between its members 
and others interested in architecture, and of mutual assistance, by con- 
sultation, advice or mediation, in professional questions amongst architecte 
in the three counties, The membership consists of Fellows, Associates, 
Students, Associate Craftsmen, Hon. Members and Retired Fellows. 

(à). Fellows must be practising Architects, not combining any other business with 
their profession of Architecture except that of Land and Quantity Surveying 
or Civil Engineering, and must be Members of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, must either have served Articles to Architects 
of recognised qualifications, or passed successfully through the Course 
at a “ Recognised School.” Ia any special case the Council may relax 
this rule.

Associates who are Members 
of the R.LB.A. shall be eligible for election as Fellows. 

Provision is made in the Bye-laws for the formation of Branches either 
for the whole or any of the aforesaid counties with the capital town of 
the county as Centre, or for Districts having an important city or town 
for centre, as may be determined by the localities affected, subject to the 
Council’s ‘approval.

‘The Bristol Society of Architects was established in 1850, and reorganised 
in 1888. The Society exists for the purpose of maintaining the interests of 
the profession; for the educational advancement of local students ; Е 
the formation of a Library ; and for insuring a uniformity and respect 
of practice, "The Members cont of Fellows architects who have attained 
the age of thirty years, and who have been engaged as principals for at 
least five successive years in the practice of architecture; Associates— 
persons engaged in the study or practice of architecture who have attained 
the age of twenty-one years ; Honorary Associates—persons not professionally 
engaged in practics as architects, who, by reason of their interest or ability 
in art, science, literature, or archeology, or their experience in matters 
relating to architecture or building, may appear to the Council to be able 
to render assistance in promoting the objects of the Society; Students— 
persons engaged in the study of architecture, and who are not less than sixteen 
years of age. Students have the privilege of attending ordinary meetings 
of the Society and of joining in discussions, but have no voice in the control 
of the Society's affairs. All Students are expected to qualify themselves 
for passing the Examinations of the R.LB.A. ‘The Annual General Meeting 
is held early in February, and monthly meetings are held from October to 
March, at which Papers are read and the business of the Society transacted. 
‘The Society, in collaboration with the Royal West of England Academy, 
was instrumental during the year 1920-21 in establishing the School of 
Architecture of that Academy, opened by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales on 
roth July, 1921. The School is carried on at the premises in Charlotte 
Street, Park Street, where the Bristol Society of Architects have their head- 
quarters, and is open to students of Architecture irrespective of sex. It is 
affliated with the school of the Architectural Association of London, but is 
controlled as to its educational policy and curriculum by a Council of which 
the majority are members of the Council of the Society who are also Artist 
Members of the Academy. The curriculum closely follows that of the 
school of the Architectural Association ; the general system of education is, 
however, that of combined apprenticeship to a practising architect and 
school work, though special cases are dealt with on their merits, and appren- 
ticeship and office work are not compulsory. ‘The four years part-time 
course is recognised for exemption from the R.LB.A. Intermediate 
‘Examination.

‘The Architects’ and Quantity Surveyors’ (Private) Act No. 18 of 1927 
он for the establishment and incorporation of " The Institute of 

jiouth African Architects," which comprises the four Provincial Institutes 
of Architects and a Chapter of Quantity Surveyors. 

At the time of the passing of the Act, 18th June 1927, there existed in 
the Union of South Africa the following Institutions, viz. :— 

In the Transvaal, " The Association of Transvaal Architects,” incor- 

rated under the Architects' (Private) Act No. 39, of 1909, of the then. 

lony of the Transvaal ; 

In Natal, “The Natal Institute of Architects,” incorporated under 
Act No. 10, of 1902, of the then Colony of Natal ; 

In the Cape of Good Hope, the Cape Institute of Architects and the 
Port Elizabeth Society of Architects ; 

In the Orange Free State, an Institute of Architects ; 

Та South Africa, “ The South African Institute of Quantity Surveyors,” 
incorporated under Ordinance No. 56, of 1993, of the Trans 
‘These respective enactments were duly repealed under the new Act of 

1927, being incorporated in " The Institute of South African Architects,” 
within which is the Chapter of South African Quantity Surveyors, 

‘The provisions of the Act of 1927 centre round the main principle that 
the titles of “ Architect” and “ Quantity Surveyor” can lawfully be used 
nly by those persons whore names appear on the Institute's Register and 
Roll, 











‘The Register (of Architects) and the Roll (of Quantity Surveyors) consist 
of those members of both professions who at the time of the passing of the 
‘Act were either bona fide performing the work of an Architect or Quantity 
Surveyor, respectively, or who were assistants in the respective professions, 
who duly made application for membership of the Institute and whose 
applications were approved by the Inaugural Board appointed by the Minister 
under the Act ; and those who have since qualified for admission. 

‘After the expiration of the time prescribed for such inaugural registration. 
or enrolment, the conditions materially altered inasmuch as no person can 
now be registered or enrolled unless he passes certain examinations, prescribed 
by the “examining authority ” (Le. the Universities of Cape Town and of the. 
Witwatersrand) appointed by the Minister, and possesses certain training, 
or was, prior to the passing of the Act, a member of a Society ог Institute 
recognised by the Hon. the Minister of Education as “of equivalent 
standing.” 

In the Act provision is made for the framing of Regulations governing 
the administration of the Act, which Regulations were duly framed by the 
Tnaugural Board and gazetted, and became law, on the 4th April 1928. 
"These Regulations deal with the management, powers and duties of the 
Institute, the Provincial Institutes and the Chapter; with the classes and 
designations of Members and the defining of their rights and liabilities ; 
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with the procedure, duties and powers. of the Central Council, of the 
Provincial Committees and the Board of the Chapter; with what in an 
architect or quantity surveyor shall constitute wnprofssonal conduct ” ; 
with the scale of professional fees, etc. Provision is made also in the Re 
lations for the direction and co-ordination by the Central Council of ar 
tectural and quantity surveying education in South Africa. 


THE CENTRAL COUNCIL. 


"The Central Council was created on 14th April 1928, being in the first 
instance a Council nominated by the Inaugural Board, the Inaugural Board 
remaining operative until the elected Central Council came into being. 

‘The Central Council is a body representative of both professions in 
South Africa, elected by the four Provincial Institutes and the Chapter in 
proportion to their membership. ‘The present Central Council is composed 
of twelve members, ten being elected by the Provincial Institutes and the 
Chapter (Transvaal, 4; Cape, 2; Natal, 1; Orange Free State, x; the 
Chapter, 2), and two being Government nominees in the persons of the 
Chief Government Architect and the Chief Government Quantity Surveyor, 

Tn the main the work of the Central Council, as the executive body of the 
Institute, pertains to the administration of the Act in relation to all architec- 
tural and quantity surveying matters throughout the four Provinces of the 
Unica i ville each Provindal Institute controla tho domestic affairs of is 
members i in its Province, and the Chapter deals with the domestic affairs: of 
quantity surveyors. "The work formerly done by the Inaugural Board in 
re-registration and enrolment, the framing and amending of Regul 
the issuing of certificates, etc., is now performed by the Central Council.

‘The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada was founded as the Institute 
of Architects of Canada, roth August 1907; was incorporated by Special 
Act of the Dominion Parliament, 16th June 1998 (7 & 8 Edward VII, 
Chap. 82), under the corporate nzme of " The Architectural Institute of 
Canada," and was granted Royal permission to adopt the prefix “ Royal ” 
to its corporate name, and June 1909. 

‘The Charter of the Institute was amended by a Special Act of Parliament, 
sanctioned 1st April 1912, and on the roth June 1929. The Council is 
composed of the delegates of the various provincial associations of architects. 
in Canada. This completes the Federation of all the Canadian architectural 
bodies, which has been the aim of the founders of the Institute since the 
date of its formation on the 19th August 1907. 

"The Federated Societies consist of the Alberta Association of Architects, 
the Manitoba Association of Architects, the Ontario Association of Archi- 
tects, the Province of Quebec Association of Architects, the Saskatchewan 
Association of Architects, the Architectural Institute of British Columbia, 
and the Maritime Association of Architects, 

"The objects of the Royal Institute, as set forth in its Charter, are “to 
facilitate the acquirement and interchange of professional knowledge 
among its members, and more particularly to promote the acquisition of 
the species of knowledge which has special reference to the profession of 
architecture, and further to encourage investigation in connection with 
all branches and departments of knowledge connected with that profession." 
"There are three classes of members—viz.: (1) Honorary Fellows, who 
are persons eminent in Architecture or kindred sciences; (2) Fellows, 
who are nominated by the Council; (3) Members, who are members of 
Federated Societies. A Code of Ethics, Schedule of Usual and Proper 
Minimum Charges, and Regulations for Architectural Competitions, were 
adopted in the General Annual Assembly on the agth September 1908, 
held in Ottawa, Ontario. Revised Bye-laws were adopted on the 28th 
December 1929, at Montreal, Quebec. The General Annual Meeting is 
held in February.

CONDITIONS OF ENGAGEMENT. 


"The Architect is employed subject to the following Conditions founded 
wpon the Customs of the Profession, and bis remuneration is payable 
according to the Scale of Charges hereinafter stated, which Scale is fixed 
and accepted on the basis of the same Conditions. 

(a) That the geieral supervision which the Architect will give to 
the work is such periodical inspection by him or his deputy as m: 
be necessary to ensure that the work is being carried out in acco 
‘with his design, but constant superintendence of the works does not 
form part of the duties undertaken by him and is not included for 
in the following Scale of Charges. 

E TE in all omes in which constant superintendence in required 
a Clerk of Works shall be employed for this purpose. He shall be 
nominated or approved by the Architect and appointed and paid by 
the Client. He shall be under the Architect's direction and control, 
but the Architect shall not be held responsible for any fraud or 
negligence on the part of the Clerk of Works. 

(©) ‘That the issue of a certificate by the Architect for a payment to 
the Contractor implies only that in the Architect's opinion work has 
been done at the date of the certificate to the value stated thereon, 
and to the best of his belief in accordance with the contract or order.

(i) That the cost of the preparation of quantities, the measurement 
and valuation of variations, additions, omissions, and the preparation 
of the statement of accounts is not included in the Charges named 
in Clauses Nos. 1 to 8, but is to be paid in addition thereto.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE PROMOTION AND CONDUCT OF 

ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS AS APPROVED BY THE ROYAL 

INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHITECTS AND BY ITS ALLIED 
SOCIETIES. 

[Recitue after revition : December, x910, February, oat, March, 1924, June, 1926; 

'and December, 1928.) 

It is assumed that the object of the Pronioters is to obtain the best 
design for the purpose in view. Where the Promotors desire to achidvo this 
ad by means of a Competition experience shows that this object may best 
be secured by conducting all Competitions upon the lines laid down in the 
following Regulations, which have been framed with a view to securing the 
best results to the Promoters with scrupulous fairness to the competitors. 

Members of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and Members of 
Societies do not compete excepting under conditions based on these 





ions, 
he Conditions of a Competition shall contain the following Regulations 
(A) to (F) as essential 
(A) The nomination for every Competition of an Assessor or Asses- 
sors who shall be Architects of acknowledged standing to whom the 
whole of the designs shall be submitted. 

т B) Zach design shall be accompanied by a declaration, signed by the 
competitor, or joint competitors, stating that the design is his or their 
‘own personal work, and that the drawings have been prepared under 
his or their own supervision. A successful competitor must be 
to satisfy the Assessor that he is the bona fide author of the design be has 
submitted, 

.. (C) No Promoter of a Competition, and no Assessor engaged upon 
it, nor any employee of either, shall compete or ASSIST A COMPETITOR, or 
act as Architect, or joint Architect, for the proposed work. 

"This regulation shall also preclude the regular staff and present students 
of a School of Architecture from taking part in a competition in which a. 
member of the regular teaching staff is acting as sole Assessor, but not in 
cases where a Jury of three or more Assessors is concerned of whom only 
one is a member of the regular teaching staff. 
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; (D) "The premiums shall be paid in accordance with the Assessor’s 
award, and the author of the design placed first by the Assessor shall 
be employed to carry out the work, unless the Assessor shall be satisfied 
that there is some valid objection to such employment, in which case 
the author of the design placed next in order of merit shall be employed, 
subject to a similar condition. The award of the Assessor shall not be 
varied for any other reason. 

(E) Y no instructions are given to the author of the design selected

т. The Promoters of an intended Competition should, as THEIR FIRST STEP, 
appoint one or more professional Assessors, Architects of acknowledged 
standing, whose appointment should be published in the original advertise- 
ments and instructions, ‘The selection of an Assessor or of two or more 
Assessors to act as a Jury should be made with the greatest possible care, 
as the successful result of the Competition will depend very largély upon 
‘their experience and ability. The name or names of the Assessor or 
Assessors should always appear in the conditions governing a Competition 
ог in any advertisement or other announcement relating thereto, 

‘The usual R.IB.A. Scale of Charges for Assessing Competitions is the 
sum of Fifty Guineas, plus one-fifth per cent. upon the estimated cost of the 

«proposed building. 

‘The foregoing Scale is exclusive of travelling and other out-of-pocket 
expenses, which are to be charged in addition. 

In the event-of more than onE assessor being appointed, the remuneration 
shall be decided by mutual arrangement between the Assessors and the 
Promoters. 

‘The President of the Royal Institute of British Architects is always prepared 
to act as honorary adviser to Promoters in their appointment of Assessors. 





a. The duties of Assessors are as follows :— 

(а) To confer with and advise the Promoters on their requirements 
and on the questions of cost and premiums to be offered. 

| (b) To draw up instructions for the guidance of competitors and for 

the conduct of the Competition, incorporating the whole of the clauses

Settled at Paris, November 1908, by the International Competitions Commission 
ppointed by the Virth International Congress of Architects (London, 1906).* 


X. International Competitions should be reserved for exceptional 
occasions of a really international character.

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2, International Competitions may be either open to all architects 
without invitation, or limited and by invitation. 

Limited and invited Competitions may consist of a single stage. 

Competitions open to all should be held preferably in two stages. 

3. ‘The “ Conditions ” of International Competitions are to be identical 
for all competitors. 

No drawing, model or document shall be taken into consideration 
except those specified in the Conditions, nor shall any other drawing, 
model or document be exhibited. 


4. The Instructions to Competitors should state definitely the Con- 
ditions of the Competition, and matters considered desirable should not 
be left to the option of Competitors, 

$. In limited and invited Competitions, the Conditions should be fully 
detailed and require the scheme to be fully developed. 

In Competitions open to all the Conditions should express the technical 
requirements in general terms and limit the number and scale of the 
drawings to the minimum necessary for the jury to understand the design. 

‘The Conditions should require designs to be submitted anonymously 
under the motto in the first stage, and to be signed by the Authors in the 
second stage. 

Competitors are forbidden under penalty of exclusion to act in any way 
which Would tend to disclose their identity. 


6, In double Competitions the Conditions in the first stage should be 
as those for Competitions open to all, and in the second stage аз those for 
limited and invited Competitions. 

Designs selected in the first stage only can be ad:

7. The Conditions of a Competition should be published and placed at 
the disposal of the Competitors as nearly as possible on the same date in 
all countries.

When the sum available for carrying out the work is specified, the 
Conditions of Competition should give the information required for 
preparing approximate estimates on a uniform basis. 

11. "The total value of the premiums to be awarded shall be 23 per cent. 
on the cost for works not exceeding /100,000 in value, 2 per cent. on those 
not exceeding £200,000, and rj per cent. for works beyond that value. 

‘The principle must be enforced that the carrying out of the work be 
entrusted to the Architect placed first, subject to the conditions in force 
in the country promoting the Competition. 

‘The amount of the prize shall not be deducted from the amount of the 
fees payable. 

In the event of the person or Corporation promoting the Competition 
wishing to reserve the right to pass over the Architect placed first, the 
Conditions of Competition must state the terms of compensation, 

Should the work not be executed, the same compensation shall be du 

Jn all caes the authors of designs submitted retain the artistic copy- 
right in their design, and in the building which is a reproduction thereof. 

12, In single-stage Competitions all the designs shall be exhibited in a 
suitable place and for a sufficient time to enable all Competitors to visit 
the Exhibition, which should be advertised beforehand in the professional 

apers, 

в in double Competitions there shall be no Exhibition after the first 
award ; all the drawings shall be placed under seal and exhibited subse- 
quently, together with the designs in the final Competition. 

"The authors of designa selected in the first stage shall have the right to 
make tracings thereof for use in preparing their final designa. 

‘The full report of the jury, giving their reasons for the award, shall be 
published before the opening of the Exhibition and communicated to all 
the parties interested.

GENERAL ADVICE TO PROMOTERS AND OTHERS REGARDING 
THE CONSERVATION AND REPAIR OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS.* 
[First issued in 1865, revised and enlarged in 1888, and re-cast in 1926] 
GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 
M. Few subjects are more generally misunderstood than that relating to the 
repair or conservation of ancient buildings, Whether clergy or laymen, 
the promoters of the so-called restoration of old buildings, are often more

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bent upon altering old work or carrying out new works than on preserving | 
what exists. It cannot, therefore, be too strongly insisted that renewal 
should be avoided, and this even when such a process would be effective 
from a practical standpoint, for every renewal changes the character of old 
work, The object should be to preserve carefully an ancient building, 
be it ecclesiastical or other, by repairs carried out with sympathy and reserve 
зо that it may continue to be an authentic specimen of the ancient art of our 
country, Every old building has its historical value, and is a physical 
expression of the craftsmanship of past ages, and it should be remembered 
that these values are lost when authenticity is destroyed. Above all, no old 
work should be destroyed, except under the most imperative necessity. 
‘The duty, therefore, of all concerned with ancient buildings is conservation, 
and this embraces every portion of original work, 

Ancient buildings, generally, have been altered at various periode. All 
‘old work should be preserved to show the history of the fabric. А guard 
should be kept against the indulgence of individual preference for, or dislike 
of, particular features or styles, and especially against the theory once 
commonly held that a building must be purged of all features other than 
those of a favourite period, 

It is upon the broad principles so outlined that the suggestions embodied 
in thin document are based. I is intended that they shall be of use to those 
‘who are concerned with the preservation of old buildings and ancient examples 
of craftsmanship, 


General Renarks.—The following suggestions and remarks have been 
drawn vp with special reference to the repair of churches. The same sprit, 
however, ought to actuate those who have the care or ownership of ancient 
civil or military buildings, as from their comparative rarity they may be more 
valuable as historical monuments even than churches. 


Old Materials —It should not be forgotten that the practice of despoiling 
old buildings of materials, either for the repair of buildings or for other 
purposes, bas resulted in the destruction of many valuable works, This 
practice cannot, therefore, be too strongly deprecated and should never be 
countenanced, ` 


Preliminary Steps to be Taken.—Before any work is decided on a competent 
architect should be consulted. The architect should be one whose training 
ad gualifaton ate suchas ft him to deal with work of conservation, He 
would make careful record drawings of the building, with measurements, 
of those parts which are likely to be affected, and photographs, including an _ 
indication of the scale, should be taken under his directions. 


Deposit of Plant—In the case of churches these photographs and copi 
of the drawings should be deposited with the Church Authority, and it ie 
also suggested that t vid be placed on the inventory to be seen by the 
archdeacon at his visitation, 
aleen o unite, в 

linings, pavements, flooring, galleries, pews, box-pews, wall partitions 
or other work of interest should be carted out except under imperative 
necessity. 
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t Enquiry for Missing Portions of Old Work—With a view to their preser- 
vation in a proper place, careful enquiry should be made for any portions 
of church furniture including masonry, old glass, stained or clear, brasses 
or other old works which may at any time have been removed from the 
building. 

__ Floor Levels —Anvient floors should be maintained. Only in cases where 
it appears certain upon investigation that the level of an existing flor i 
not the original should a change be considered. 

Plastered Surfaces, Internal or External—All plastered surfaces should be 
carefully examined with a view to discover any remains of painting upon 
them, and all ancient paint or whitewash cautiously cleaned, so that no injury 
may be done to any painting, diapering, powdering or other decoration, if 

such exist, Where it is proposed to repair the roofs, all cleaning should be 
deferred until after the plastered surfaces are protected from the weather. 
Ancient plastered surfaces on walls and ceilings should, wherever possible, 

bbe preserved ; and this often applies to external plastering, harling or rough 
cast, 

Ancient Glass—Ancient glass with the original leading and iron framework 
should be carefully preserved, and never allowed to be taken out of the 
building save for the purpose of necessary repair, and this only by competent 
workmen. It is seldom desirable to remove ancient glass from the place it 
occupies even when small fragments only remain, If new glass 
put in old windows care should be taken to ft it to the irregular 
tracery. Old clear or Crown glass should also be preserved. The possibility 
of placing in the windows old glass found during the work should be 
considered. 

Stonework of Windows —There are various ways of repairing the stonework 
of traceried windows, each of which is useful according to circumstances, 
"The advice of an architect experienced in conservation work is especially 
necessary in such cases, 

Ironwork of Windos — Ancient ironwork of windows should be preserved, 
tnd if it shows signa of splitting the stone it should be carefully removed, 
have new copper ends welded on and as carefully reinstated. 

Treatment of Stonework—In the repair of walling no scraping or tooling 
of the surface should be permitted. "The fact that masonry is decayed or 
damaged is not in itself a sufficient reason for re-building or renewal, and no 
fnew stonework should be used unless it is the best material to make the 
building structurally sound and weatherproof. ‘Those parts only which 
are thus defective should be cut out and carefully renewed, but it does not 
follow that stone is the best material for the purpose. The same principles 
apply to walls of other materials. 

Walls Out of Plunb.—Walls can usually be repaired without pulling them 
down, It is seldom necessary to straighten a wall which is not upright. 

\›. ОШ Roofs.—A new roof is rarely necessary where an ancient one exists ; 
етеп if defective it can almost invariably be repaired. Often the ends of 
beams or rafters alone are decayed. Such timbers should not for this 
reason be discarded, but should be repaired by scarfing or otherwise. Where 
for some reason a new roof is to be put on ancient walls it should be con- 

axe 
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structed, preferably in English oak, without attempt to reproduce the forms | 
of any past styles. Tie beams or rods should seldom be omitted in these 
circumstances, 

‘Tho pich & a ne roo depends on many consideratione., Tt must be 
left to the judgment of the architect, but indications of the old roof may be 
a guide. б 





Roof Coverings Old roof coverings—lead, tile, thatch, slate or stone— 
should be retained, and if repair is necessary new material of like nature 
should be procured, Worn-out lead should be re-cast, 

Monuments, Effigies, etc. ln no case should anything be done'to monu- 
mental effigies, brasses, figures, heraldic devices, foliage, or other such 
works, either under cover or in the open beyond carefully cleaning or, when 
necessary, re-setting, Care should be taken to protect them from injury. 

Fonts, ete,—Pulpits, fonts, piscin, etc. like other stonework, should on 
‘no account be scraped or re-tooled a8 bas been too often the case. If these 
objects are to be brought into use, repairs for this purpose should be confined 
to essentials and not be allowed to extend to the renewal of decorative features. 

Sereens, ete Screens, seats and other furniture should not be removed 
from their original position, In this case, again, repairs should be confined 
to structural essentials, 

Paintings — Wall or other old paintings should not be touched nor, if 
covered, should attempt be made to expose them until expert advice has been 
obtained. Neglect of this precaution hua resulted in irreparable dama 
to muth valuable ancient work, For the preservation of wall paintings the 
first essential is that the wall itself shall E made safe from damp. 

Fragnentary Remains.—The specification should contain a clause stipu- 
lating that the contractor has no claim upon old materials, excepting any which 
may be specially exempted. Fragments of sculpture, tiles, glass, metal 
work, and the like should be preserved in the building, with a record of the 
place in which they were found. 

Contract-—It is nearly always undesirable to enter into à lump sum 
contract for repair works. It is, however, sometimes convenient to arrange 
contracts for sections of works of which the nature and precise extent can , 
be determined beforehand, Repair work, because of its nature, must be 
of a piecemeal or conjectural character, and the danger of a lump sum 
contract is either that the contractor under-estimates- ing to unsatis- 
factory work—or he too amply covers himself, which causes a higher 
expenditure than is actually warranted. "The architect will advise as to the 
best form of contract applicable, to each case. A. usual form of contract 
provides that the builder shall render an account of the time and materials, 
as directed by the architect, at a fixed rate of profit on the net cost of the work. 

General Conclusion—In the principles and methods advocated in this 
document the Royal Institute has the support of the Society for the Protection 
of Ancient Buildings, of зо, Buckingham Street, Adelphi, W.C.2. Working 
in co-operation with that body the Institute is in a favourable position to 
afford advice to those who may require it on the subject to which this docu- 
ment relates, particularly in those cases where doubt may exist as to the 
correct procedure to be followed to secure effective protection or preservation.

SUPPLEMENTARY ADVICE ON POINTS OF TECHNICAL DETAIL. 


It is assumed that the work of repair will be directed by an architect and 
that no action of consequence will be taken without his definite instructions. 


Excavation—In making excavations in or about an ancient building, 
care should be taken to preserve every fragment of wrought stone, tiles 
or other ancient objects which may be met with. It is necessary to sift the 
earth in places where small objects are likely to be found, 

* — Old foundations, bases of pillars, anci bs, stone coffins, pavements, 
or other work which appear to be in their original position should not be 
removed, but carefully exposed to view, in order that proper records of them 

| may be made so that if possible they may be left permanently in their 
places, 

In excavating and laying drains round old buildings projecting footings, 
however rough, should not be cut off and care should be taken in exposing 
hem. Work which was clearly not intended to be exposed should not be 
left open to view or to the air. Drains should be so managed as to draw 

| water from the foundations and not towards them. 

‘Scafelding —Wherever scaffolding is necessary it should always bo erected 
independent of the walls, and no support should be obtained from the walls 
themselves, A greater care should be taken to protect features liable to be 
damaged than is customary in new building work. 

‘Stonework.—If it is necessary to clean off whitewash or paint from internal 

| or other stonework, it should be remembered that the object of so doing 
| de to bring to view the original surface and not to destroy it, ‘The best 


















way of removing the whitewash without in any degree disturbing, much 
less removing, the ancient surface must therefore be studied. "The mode of 
tooling or working the ancient stone is a subject of interest, and the old tool 
marks must therefore not be damaged. lf indications of ancient colouring 
be found on the surface of the stone the attention of the architect should be 
drawn to it before any attempt at exposing the colour is made. 

‘The mode of removing whitewash depends much on the nature of the 
materials. In each case experiments should be made under direction to 
ascertain the best mode. It is preferable to leave the whitewash wholly or 
partially on the stone, rather than to use any tool which would damage the 
surface of the stone itself ; for it is better to leave the old surface of the 
stone with the whitewash than to risk injuring it. 

When in the course of repair traces of ancient strng-courees, weathering, 
windows, etc., are found, they should not be concealed again without instruc- 
tions nor yet fooled off. ' No tool should be used upon the surface of ancient 
stonework. t А 

Broken or decayed work should never be removed except where it is 
necessary to do so for the sake of stability, or where leaving it would Бе а 
source of danger. On no account should a stone be renewed simply because 
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it has lost its. original form; it is better to have broken or half-decayed 
authentic work than the most perfect reproduction. ‘The cleaning of old 
‘work to make it harmonise with the new should be avoided. ‘The old work 
ig better left with its characteristic tone. 

Lichen should not be removed from old surfaces except under expert 
direction, 

In repairing walls, great care should be taken of any old mouldings or other 
‘wrought stones found embedded in them, and note taken of where they were 
found, for the fragments have usually been stowed away near to their original 
place. If windows or other features should be found, they should not be 
disturbed until they have been seen by the architect. Encaustic tiling or other 
ancient paving should be preserved in the places where they are found. 
Ancient monumental remains should nearly always be kept in their’ oldi, 
position, 

Carving The same principles as are laid down for stonework apply to 
carving. "The re-dressing or restoration of old carving should never be 
attempted, 

Plaster lf plastering is to be removed it should first be examined for old. 

ining by carefully removing the whitewash here and there, and if it be 
found to retain old painting nothing further should be done unt the attention 
of the architect has been called to it. 

Ancient plastering, even when defective, should not be removed, but 
only repaired where necessary. 

New plastering on old walls should be thin, and carefully tailed off to 
meet the stone dressing as in ancient work. 

Woodwork—An ancient roof, or other piece of timber work, should not 
be condemned simply because it is defective. An ancient roof carefully 
preserved by splicing and other means is infinitely more valuable than a 
copy of the same in new timber; and even very serious defects can be 
repaired if proper methods are employed, By failure to realise this possibility 
comparatively trifling defects have in the past been made: the excuses for 
destroying some of the finest ancient roofs. 

‘An old roof should never be entirely taken off for purposes of repair, but 
should be dealt with in its place, bay by bay, and should be kept dry by 
tarpaulin or other means during the operations. Exposure to wet is very 
harmful to old timber. 

Old timber should not be coated with oil, varnish or stain, 

All remains of coloured decoration on old woodwork should be preserved 
untouched with the greatest care. 

Ancient seating should be preserved in its proper place, and any necessary 
repairs should be carried out on the spot if possible, Every remnant of old 
woodwork, of whatever description, should be carefully preserved and 
where possible kept in its place. 

Leadsork.— When ancient lead on roofs is to be repaired or relaid, care 
should be taken to preserve any inscriptions or ornaméntations which have 
been cast on to the old lead. :n old lead has to be relaid, the old lead. 
‘should be re-cast—on the site if possible—to at least seven or eight pounds. 








ч 
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per foot super, and the rolls should be hollow rolls. Milled lead should 
not be used on old buildings. It is as well to remember that lead should 
not be laid on oak boards or cement without some intervening substance as 
both materials quickly decompose the lead, turning it to whitelead powder. 

Glass.— Great. care should be taken to preserve ancient stained and clear 
Crown glass. It should never be removed from the windows in which it 
is found, however rough and imperfect it may be or however small the 
fragments, unless under special direction. It should be repaired carefully 
in its place. 

Painting. All remnants of ancient painting should be protected, and their 
preservation or cleaning should not be attempted unless under special 
direction ; above all no attempt should be made to touch them up. 

* Ironwork—All remnants of ancient metal work such as hinges, locks, 

casement fastenings, etc., should be preserved in their place if possible 
and old saddle-bars or stanchions should never be removed from windows 
except under instructions from the architect. Ordinary iron dowells or 
clamps should not be used where ancient ironwork, fixed into stone, is likely 
to split or has already split the stone. ‘The ironwork should be removed 
carefully and metal substituted which will not corrode. In the case of 
ancient stanchions and saddle-bars in windows, copper ends should be 
welded on to the iron bars and carefully re-fixed. 

Generally it needs to be borne in mind that the reparation of an ancient. 
church or of any other ancient building, however simple it may be, is a 
work to be entered upon in a totally different spirit from that in which a 
new work is approached. 

‘The object is not only to put the work into good repair, but to preserve 
and perpetuate an authentic specimen of the ancient crafts of our country. 
Every ancient building has historical value, and even though at first sight 
its state of disrepair may suggest renewal, or that the work might be better 
executed if done anew, it must be remembered that all that value is gone then 
authenticity is destroyed, and that not renewal but preservation is the duty 
of those charged with the work.

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THE CUBING OF BUILDINGS 


On account of the wide divergencies in the systeims at present employed by 
architects for the cubing of buildings, the Practice Standing Committee 
decided to draw up standard methods of measurement for the guidance of 
members of the Institute, 

In addition to the general advantages to be gained from the cubing of 
buildings by standard methods, their application would— x 

(1) Simplify the comparison of approximate estimates of cost; and 

(2) Ensure that the cubic contents of buildings submitted in architectural 
competitions were all calculated on the same basis, 

In order that the Committee should receive as much assistance as possible 
in the pursuance of its purpose, Members of the Institute were requested in 

т May, 1926, to fill in and retur to the Secretary the following two forms :— 

(a) A Questionnaire ; and 
(P) A Schedule. 

A Sub-Committee appointed by the Practice Standing Committee have 
devoted much care to the scrutiny and analysis of the returns, which have 
been of considerable value to the Committee in formulating the Standard 
Methods of Computation here set forth.
